Most ancicnt of all statucs is 
thought to be the Great Sphinx 
of Egypt, which stands near the 
Pyramids at Gizeh.

Jnyposs:bly huge. Her length 
was 800 feel, The Titenic was 
602% vfeet; ‘the fictional ship 
had a displacement of 70,000 
tons, the Titanic had a’ dis- 
placement of 66,000 tons. Both 
fact and fiction agreed on the 
the number of passcogers, about 
3,000; and also ogreed on the 
fact that the Ilfeboats could not 
pecommodate more than a frac- 
tlan of the people and crew 
aboard. But in both cases, the 
carrying of lfcboats was u| 
meaningless gesture, both ships, 
In fact ane fictlon, were unsink- 
able.’

He added that “the Pope 
as enormous sacramental 
and if, in 1939, the Pope had 
threatened with an Inlerdict 
any Catholic nation which 
supported Germany in an un- 
just and oun-ChrisUan var, I
